While  Hardin 
fans  can  still  see  her  standing  ( these 
days.they  can  even  look  through  a 
window  and  see  through  to  the 
other  side!),  it  isn't  quite  the  same 
as  the  dorm  so  many  loved,  and  it 
too  will  be  missed.

to  campus 


In  the  past,  the  Milli- 
gan Arts  Council  has 
brought  a  variety  of  edu- 
cational and  entertaining 
artists  to  the  campus,  and 
the  1992-1993  season  was 
no  exception.  On  October 
1,  the  Arts  Council  wel- 
comed native  American 
story  teller  Joe  Bruchac  to 
Milligan.  Bruchac,  who  is 
a  noted  storyteller  and 
writer,  drew  on  his  heri- 
tage to  delight  and  enthrall 
his  audiences  in  Convo  as 
well  as  during  his  open 
workshop  and  evening  per- 
formance in  Derthick  The- 
atre. 

During  Alumni 
Weekend  in  late  October, 
Milligan  alumnus  Dan 
Foote  returned  to  campus 
to  display  his  nationally 
syndicated  political  car- 


toons in  the  Milligan  Invi- 
tational VI.  In  December, 
the  Friendship  and  Thank- 
ful Baptist  church  choirs 
combined  their  efforts  in  a 
gospel  choir  benefit  con- 
cert, and  donations  of  food 
were  collected  to  help  feed 
the  needy  in  the  area. 

Early  in  the  spring 
semester  on  January  1 8th, 
the  Arts  Council  brought 
the  National  Opera  Com- 
pany which  performed 
"Cosi  Fan  Tutte"  (School 
for  Sweethearts).  This 
opera  was  a  delightfully 
humorous  story  put  to 
music  by  Wolfgang  Ama- 
deus  Mozart  and  was  sung 
in  English. 

In  February,  jazz
